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EXPLANATION OF THE MAP OP 
GREAT BRITAIN. 



1. This Map will be found to be peculiarly adapted to the requirements of 
the student of English History. On one surface it presents the divisions of 
the Island at four different periods, carefully distinguished by colour and 
various markings of boundary lines. We will first notice its modem divisions 
into counties, with their respective English and Saxon aiqpellations.

Cale- 
donia : this part of the island is tinted pale green, to show its freedom from 
Roman rule. 

(These Provinces, with the tracts of land in each, formerly occupied by 
British tribes, with the names of the counties given to each province and 
tribe respectively, will be mentioned in pp. 42—4). 

7. The names of the ancient British tribes have been placed as fkr as pos* 
f ible in the very centre of the tracts of country they are supposed to have 
occupied. 

8. The landing-places of a few of the more important hostile armaments 
that have visited our coasts will be found marked on the coast-line, with the 
dates of invasion. The landing-places of the founders of the several king- 
doms of the Heptarchy are also laid down.

SOVEREIGNS SINCE THE CONQUEST, WITH 
DATES OF ACCESSION. 

We may consider the Sovereigns of England, since the Con- 
qnest, to be divided into five Dynasties or Families. 1. The 
Norman Dynasty, including Stephen of Blois, 2. The Plan- 
tagenet Dynasty^ with its kindred Houses of Lancaster and 
York. 3. The Tudor Dynasty. 4. The Stuart Dynasty, in- 
cluding William of Orange. 5. The Hanoverian Dynasty, or 
House of Brunswick. It will greatly assist the memory to 
bear carefully in mind these principal divisions and subdivi- 
sions, with the number of monarchs belonging to eaeh. 

Lady Jane Grey's name is omitted, although she was ac- 
tually proclaimed Queen, as she never exercised the regal 
power or underwent the ceremony of coronation. 

The names of Oliver Cromwell and his son Bichard are 
inserted in the Stuart Dynasty, to show the period of time 
during which they enjoyed absolute power, and prevented the 
legitimate sovereign from assuming liis proper position as 
mcmarch of these realms. The reign of Gluudes 11. is dated 
from the B^stoiation^ although, aooofdiBg to the political 
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axiom, " The King never dies/' he became de jure King of 
England immediately after the execution of his father, Charles I. 
In the Chronological Tables, events taking place without 
the boundaries of England and Wales are distinguished by 
italics. Ireland and Scotland are considered as separate 
kingdoms ; the former until the reign of Henry II., the latter 
until the reign of James I.
